A buyer usually should expect to 
spend something in putting a second- 
hand car in good order. He buys at a 
bargain price, which leaves margin for 
something in this line. An estimate, 
however, should be obtained in advance 
as to how much in the way of repairs 
will be needed, The best place at which 
jto buy a second-hand car is at the 
jmaker’s, rather than at the shop of a 
| dealer who handles cars of different 
kinds, The maker knows nia ear, de- 
sires to maintain its good name, and 
in general can better make repairs than 
any one else. The maker may guaran 
tee a car, even though it be second- 
hand. A second-hand car in bad condi 
tion will hardly be offered by him.

Manufacturers who have waged what 
is called by Motor Age ‘‘a special cam 
paign in farming communities,’’ have 
arrived at certain conclusions in regard 
to the kind of car most farmers desire 
to obtain. The majority ‘‘prefer a 
touring-ear to a runabout,’’ while by 
many it is specified that the touring 
ear shall have a demountable tonneau. 
Families of three or four persons are 
common on farms, and whenever the 
farmer desires to visit a neighboring 
town or go to church or meet other en- 
gagements away from home, he rarely 
has with him only one or two persons, 
but more generally four or five, inelud 
ing himself.

stituted a light carrying platform or 
an express body, either of which could 
be sold to the farmer at a small ad 
ditional sum. When a farmer can add 
to the pleasure he obtains from the usc 
of bis ear for his family the pleasure 
he may derive from it for business, 
‘this possibilities of! buying are vastly 
increased.’’ His sense of economy in 
his own business is then appealed to, 
as well as his desire to give pleasure 
to his family,

the past farmers, through their own in 
genuity, have often developed this fie!

That Major Ballou’s claim to play- 
ing over the first links in the United 
States has a safe margin to rest on is 
shown by the fact that it was not 
until half a deeade later that some- 
thing like golf was played near Mount 
Vernon, New York, on what was called 
the ‘‘ Apple Tree’’ course, bnt that was 
a very primitive links with tin cans 
for cups, and in no degree comparable 
with the Scotch finish and tone that 
one would associate with a course laid 
out by Macdonough of Maedonough 
Park, The tradition of golf-playing at 
Savannah, Georgia, as.far back as 1814, 
does not really overshadow Major Bal 
lou’s fame, for, since his first playing, 
the game has developed in America 
with great rapidity, while such golf as 
is embraced in the vague chronicles of 
1814 was only sporadic at the best, and 
had no chronological connection with 
the sport of to-day.

TRANSPARENT METALS 


R many years it has been known 

that thin sheets of gold and silver, 

mounted on glass, may be made 
transparent by heat, Within recent 
years study has been undertaken of the 
conditions under which transparency 
may be produced, 

A sheet of gold one three-hundred 
thousandth of an inch thick beeomes 
transparent when heated to 550 deg. 
centigrade. The transparency is as 
eribed to the gold aggregating and 
allowing white light to pass through 
the interstices, 

With silver one  one-hundred-and 
twenty-thousandths cof an inch thick 
no transparency is produced so long as 
the atmosphere is a ‘‘reducing’’ one— 
such as hydrogen or coal gas. But in 
the air the transparency begins at 240 
deg., and is remarkably complete at 
390 deg. 

Copper one seventy-five-thousandth 
of an inch thick does not become trans 
parent in a reducing atmosphere, but ir 
air it is transparent between about 
200 and 400 deg. At the lower tem 
perature the light is a brilliant green 
but as the temperature rises oxidatior 
takes place, and the eolor changes 
through olive and dark red to black.
